ARCHITECTS IN CONFERENCE 


ABOUT 500 architects and their guests from :most 

parts of Great Britain assemble in Nottingham 
on Wednesday next for the British Architects’ Confer- 
ence. The programme as published (a condensed 
version will be found on page 772) is an attractive one 
and much credit is due to the Conference Committees 
of the Nottingham, Derby and Lincoln Architectural 
Society for their work. As usual. there is a’ nice 
balance between work and play: ‘ Housing” is the 
subject of both papers to be heard; Mr.~Forshaw 
speaks on it as a social service, and Mr. Cecil Howitt 
traces its development from pre-war ‘to the present 
time. A particularly interesting series of tours. has 
been arranged. Visits to Calverton Colliery, where a 
new shaft is being sunk; to Southwell Minster; and 
to see the Boots’ great industrial set-up at Beeston 
offer a choice embarrassing enough without ‘the 
additional attractions of trips to Lincoln and to 
Haddon Hall or aeroplane flights over the Allied 
Society’s area. 


The choice of Nottingham for this year’s conference 
gains added point by reason of the recently announced _ 
plans for the extension of the University on the 
magnificent site on the bank of the Trent presented by 
the city’s great benefactor, Lord Trent. The University 
Senate has entrusted Sir Percy Thomas with the task, 
as consultant, of preparing a master plan for develop- 
ment of the site, and details of the proposals are 
contained elsewhere in our pages. The first new 
buildings were by the late Morley Horder, and these 
set a fine dignified standard for those that follow. 
Mr. Cecil Howitt is at present building one of the Halls 
of Residence while another appointment is that of 


_Mr. David du R.- Aberdeen to design the Science 


Laboratories. Illustrations elsewhere will show how 
imaginatively this opportunity has been taken. If 
these schemes are taken as being representative of the 
consultant’s recommendations, then Nottingham 
University will shortly acquire some most excellent 
architectural additions. The Conference banquet to 
be held in the University on the Friday will give the 
opportunity to see the existing work and also, one 
hopes, to hear more of the Senate’s plans. 

Interesting as is the programme that has been 
planned, it is true to»say that the real-value of the 
Conference lies in the opportunities afforded to 
members for meeting and exchanging views; it brings 
together architects from private practice, Government 
and local government in a homogeneous whole. 
No doubt many problems other than those connected. 
with housing will be discussed informally, the shortage 
ef ‘good architectural assistants among them. But 
above all the Conference gives architects the sense of 


- belonging to a great profession, one which has done 


great things in the past and will yet do equally great 
deeds in the future. To receive this annual reassurance 
of itself justifies the British Architects’ Conference and 
makes a visit to Nottingham well worth the demands 
upon architects’ time.

NOTTINGHAM 
PAST, PRESENT AND FUTURE 
By Frederick E. Woolley 


i has become customary to make a complete 

review of the achievements, and to follow the 
outline of the historical progress, of the City and 
County chosen as the centre for the Annual Con- 
ference organised by the Royal Institute of British 
Architects, especially having regard to the factors 
which have implanted the particular characteristic 
features which distinguish its architecture, and to 
endeavour to draw the conclusions pointing to a 
natural future development with an underlying char- 
acter so broad in its fibre that it will retain the 
essential flexibility to assimilate new factors. 

It is agreed that this age has vast and dynamic 
potential forces which are recognised, and as the 
preparation of schemes on a scale equalling the 
great and momentous period are being energetically 
advanced, it is of great importance that the body of 
architects as a whole be in agreement upon a stabil- 
ised and clear-cut future policy if the future archi- 
tecture is to avoid the errors shown in the past. 

The history of the City of Nottingham can be a 
great example, and it is proposed to show here where 
the fundamental errors were made in a particular 
period that, if left uncorrected, will be the factors 
which would discount all efforts of future planners, 
and frustrate all efforts to produce accord in the 
City plan. 

The City’s Basic Character. 


Few cities have a more clearly discerned line of 
development than this one, and rarely has the original 
basic character held its dominant place in the face 
of a continual growth over many centuries. The 
reason for the persistence of the initial character 
in all cases is undoubtedly where the foundation has

been made as a result of an unerringly correct 
appreciation of all the ideals of environment inherent 
in its setting, and where a direct (and sometimes 
courageous) exploitation has been made, 

The choice of the site of Nottingham (Tinguobauc) 
for its first settlement would inevitably be made from 
an approach by the river Trent, the valley of the 
river being in all possibility the only route, as it 
is doubtful if the dense and surrounding forests of 
oak and ash would form any practicable means of 
penetration for permanent settlers. At this period 
the site would be a superb and enchanting piece of 
landscape scenery, with its broad plain with river 
basin and group of seven hills on the north bank, 
two of which rose sheer to escarpments, with aati 
150 feet above the plain. Behind the hills lay the 
impenetrable Sherwood Forest, reaching far back 
indefinitely northwards to the Pennine Chain, and 
to the south a broad view over the Charnwood Hills 
and Forests rolling forward to the Midland plains. 
Subsequent exploration up the river would reveal 
the. junctions of the two tributary rivers Soar and 
Derwent, which, in turn, would admit an access to 
the fertile Leicestershire country, and the dales of 
Derbyshire. Great similarity exists in the general 
formation between this City site and the Umbrian 
city sites along the plain of Veii. 

The first settlement, naturally Anglo-Saxon, was 
on the plateau of the eastern and larger of the two 
foremost hills overlooking the river, and records exist 
of this hill being enclosed on its perimeter by a 
stockade and ditch on the three sides to the north, 
east and west. Soon the second and smaller hill 
became occupied, first, it is thought, by Romans, 
and then in a manner which is the most interesting 
historical factor—the decision of the Norman French 
to erect a Norman castle on the summit, under the 
supervision of William-de-Peverel. At this period, 


in the year 1068, we have, in fact, two separate 
towns, each speaking a different language, English 
and French, to be followed after a comparatively 
short interval with a market square common to

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both, which brought the two races into relationship, 
A wall about 4 itt. 6 in. high was formed in this 
early phase longitudinally across the centre of the 
market square, over which the two races carried 
on a common barter. 

At this stage the growth of the Norman Castie on 
the “Castle Rock” presented to the City the first 
conscious architectural design, and we are indebted 
to Mr. F. W. C. Gregory, F.R.I.B.A., for his detailed 
study and research, published in recent years in the 
Thoroton Society’s “ Transactions,” which clearly 
portray the magnificence of the conception of the 
Norman Castle. 

At this stage the smaller river Leen, which flows 
along the. western boundary of the City and dis- 
charges into the Trent, was diverted so as to run 
immediately under the south of the Castle Rock, to 
give a water supply to the town, and to work water- 
wheels—a fact which affords an interesting example 
of an early feat of engineering, and which affected

The following stage of development is the intro- 
duction of four churches, and the foundation of the 
Priory of Lenton, on the plain at the original posi- 
tion of outfall of the river Leen into the Trent. The 
most important church was sited at the highest point 
on the eastern escarpment in the centre of the 
English settlement, and this building equally 
dominated the plain with the Norman Castle. 

A medieval bridge of 15 arches spanned the 
Trent, and.a continuous stone bridge 650 ft. long 
connected with this across the low, floodable land, 
to give access to the town at the eastern side, later 
to be formed into a raised causeway. Roads were 
formed at this stage to enter the town from the 
centre at the south in the valley made by the two 
hills to the market place, and out to the forest track 
to the north onwards to Bawtry and York. 

These principal elements remain the basis of the 
City plan, with little change through the centuries, 

Part of an ironwork screen, Staunton Harold. a gradual link being formed which is the Georgian 
nucleus between St. Mary’s Hill along High and 
Low Pavement and Castle Gate east to west, con-

residences of the nobility, 
planned on the “ backbone” 
to overlook the valley of the 
Trent, due south of which 
No. 19, Castle Gate is a fine 
example extant. At this 
stage the market square was 
developed on all ‘sides with 
continuous and uniformly 
controlled elevations, with 
arcading at ground level 
throughout, and a central 
Exchange building with 
central pediment as principal 
feature. 

It was not ‘until the middle 
of the nineteenth century 
that the Trent Valley was in- 
vaded by building, in a period 
ih some respects but fortu- 
nately not all similar to the 
present when, with great en- 
thusiasm and energy but 
with a complete absence of 
architectural training’ or 
knowledge, this picturesque 
area was debased and com- 
pletely. paved over with roads, 
or roofed—an action which, 
in a very short period, com- 
pletely deprived the City of 
the essential foreground. 


The Coming of Industry.

building, with a supplement- 
ary upper storey used as a 
lace “clipping and scollop- 
ing” room with large win- 
dows. It is of particular in- 
terest at this stage that the 
lace trade supported the es- 
tablishment and foundation 
of a School of Art for the 
purpose of training lace 
draughtsmen in the most 
meticulous type of draughts- 
manship, requiring supreme 
application. This school has 
been of inestimable value, 
and the present School of 
Architecture has now usurped 
all its facilities. The Notting- 
ham Park was developed as a 
completely planned entity of 
separate large residences, 
grouped around crescents or 
in, terrace formations along 
escarpments west of the 
Castle Rock. Following this 
was the domestic develop- 
ment of park land’ to the 
north-east on the elevated 
ground above the City. In 
more recent years lace 
manufacturing has almost 
died . out, and the hosiery 
trade -has largely taken its. 
place. Further industries 
have been formed and have 
grown into vast ‘under- 








takings, introducing into the City large administra- 
tive office blocks, factories; workshops. . and 
laboratories. The new buildings include ‘notable 
examples of steel-framed and _ ferro-concrete 
monolithic structures. 


machine and the textile. looms soon created an 
industrial area’ within the town, creating a large 
lace market, and with consequent increase of 
population and housing. The domestic develop- 
ment takes the form of streets of continuous 
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A particular problem presents itself in these 
larger multi-storeyed buildings, with the consequent 
high point loadings at the base, by reason of tne 
honeycombed cave structure of the sandstone rock 
formation, necessitating, where possible, elaborate 
subterranean surveying, or drilling tests, for load- 
bearing and building operations within the central 
area of the City; these have often yielded additional 
historic evidence of the early cave life. 


An Early Garden Suburb. 


The expansion during the present century created 
a great problem for the City planners, which was 
early recognised. In the sphere of housing the City 
has been one of the foremost in the country in 
pioneering the garden suburb. Among the first 
attempts at this type of planning is the large housing 
scheme in {he great park and grounds of Wollaton 
Hall, the celebrated Elizabethan mansion acquired

From the Council House square the old lane of 
White Friars has been completely rebuilt and 
widened, and all the new buildings have been 
designed ty local architects. |The Collins’ Alms- 
houses, a fine example of 18th-century- architecture, 
remain a valued source of study for the students 
of the School of Architecture. 

Many extensions have been made to the Hospital 
building, situated above the Castle on Standard Hill; 
the nurses’ home is of particular interest, as the 
designer faced the traditional problem of a site 
immediately above an escarpment on the edge of 
the hewn rock cutting at the entrance to the Notting- 
ham Park. This design, with its architectural 
treatment of a vertical rock face, is of considerable 
interest, and the Classical building, poised dramatic- 
ally at the summit, is reminiscent of the buildings 
on the Capitoline Hill at Rome, 

A new University has been founded, and this 
year received the Charter. The University build- 
ing, and the development of the grounds and lake 
at Highfields Park, west of the City, has been 
carried out with remarkable skill; the stone-faced 
buildings are in the traditional Classical style 
associated with University architecture, with facades 
extended along the hill side facing south, and with 
formal terraces. The park is an ideal setting, with 
its groupings of old trees and great lawns sloping 
towards the lake. The comprehensive scheme of

planting, carried out at the time of. the building, 
and now reaching a stage of maturity, is one of the 
most successful features, and is worthy of study by 
architects. 

Another building of particular interest is the 
Nottinghamshire County Hall and Municipal Build- 
ings, at present in the course of erection on a site 
with particularly commanding position at the south 
entrance to the City, adjoining Trent Bridge, and 
planned with promenade terrace along the bank of 
the river. This building is of brick and stone, in 
advanced Classical style, with brilliant plan composi- 
tion, and will be dominated by a free-standing tower 
set at the right angle of the building group. 


Plan for the Future. 


In common with most other cities, a definite 
future plan has been considered, and provisional 
regions have been allocated to the various uses. 
Particular study has been devoted to the growth 
of the industrial section, with the consequent expan- 
sion of the power units and electrification. The 
earlier forest belts have resulted in rich coal 
measures which are at the present time being ex- 
ploited to the full in an intensive mining activity 
regardless of the needs of future generations, and, 
in the most recent years, this ceaseless activity has 
created many problems in’ earth stabilisation and 
foundation design for new building undertakings, 


and a serious threat to the large existing architec- 
tural structures. 

Over a period of many years, the problem of 
arterial and radial roads has been the preoccupa- 
tion of town planners, and a definite policy has 
become evident in the new boulevards and ring 
roads, which are completed over large distances both 
within and beyond the City. The City continues 
to grow and expand to the point where it is becom- 
ing evident that, with the present degree of educa- 
tion, the potential value of the citizen as an 
individual is tending to become eclipsed by the 
insistent demands of the increasing industrial 
mechanical production. A cure for this evil might 
possibly be the reversion to the system inculcated 
by the Danes in a.p. 900, when the City had its 
tytheignmen, hundreds and wapentake system, which 
would result in a city formed by an association of 
groups on stellar-constellation city pattern, 

The plan of the City is still remarkably self-con- 
tained, with a clear boundary’ between town and 
country, and admits of easy adjustment to fulfil 
future planning requirements. The Trent Valley 
should be cleared from east to west along the north 
bank of the river to a width to bring back the 
pastures from the river to the foot of the two fore- 
most historic hills. Part of the clearance has been 
made, but there is a serious danger of sporadic de- 
velopment in the cleared area before the remainder 
of the clearance is achieved. 

The University to the west is ideally and naturally 
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planned, and every indication points to the correct 
and intellectual development of this site to form 
a completely self-contained seat of learning equalling 
the magnificence of our first two University cities. 

The Colwick hill, overlooking the valley to’ the 
east and across the Vale of Belvoir, is an i 
situation for the development of a future city, which 
could be completely isolated along the valley of 
the old Beck river by a green belt. The resulting 
dominant centre City, and its two satellite cities, 
would all have in common the green foreground of 
the valley which would integrate the whole com- 
position. The future of the Castle hill will be one 
of the responsibilities of architects. For the Nor- 
man Castle builders this site was fully and 
adequately appreciated and exploited. Since the 
demolition of the Norman Castle, this site archi- 
tecturally has largely been neglected except for the 
fine layout of the gardens on the Castle Rock, and 
the very careful and excellent restorations of the 
Norman gatehouse and bastion walls, in 1908. The 
removal of the present building as part of a re- 
planning scheme would give the ideal conditions for 
a civic design for a theatre and concert hall centre, 
which is the major requirement of the City. 

Of the future housing, it is felt that necessity will 
demand °a solution to the spreading of buildings 
over the “ good earth,” and the paramount demands 
of agriculture will prevail to compel vertical tower 
flat development, widely separated and patterned on 
the valley land amid the grass fields, or tall multi- 
storey terracings along natural escarpments on the 
bare rock cliff faces. 

The Neighbouring Counties. 

Within the scope of this article it will be appre- 
ciated that all the rich history of the county, and 
also the counties of Lincolnshire and Derbyshire, 
which are. associated in the Architectural Society, 
could not be adequately described, and it is, there- 
fore, proposed only broadly to indicate the groups 
which constitute the most valued architectural 
examples. 

In the case of the Cathedral and City of Lincoln, 


the glorious series of churches of South Lincolnshire, 
and of Tattershall Castle, it will be understood that 
all architects will be fully familiar with these among 
the principal masterpieces in the country, justifying 
a quite separate article. 


Derbyshire—with its Cathedral and the three 
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great church masterpieces, Ashbourne, Bakewell 
and Tideswell of the Peak, with Haddon Hall, 
Chatsworth House and the Manor House of South 
Wingfield—has, through each of these buildings, 
made an imperishable contribution to the history 
of traditional architecture. Bolsover Castle, Hard- 
wick Hall, Renishaw Hall and Scarsdale form a 
group of buildings perhaps not so well known but 
nevertheless of great architectural value, typifying 
the North Derbyshire style, each sited on lofty 
escarpments, commanding spectacular views. ~ 

The Dukeries, with the Saxon Tower @f Carlton- 
in-Lindrick, and the fine Norman Church of Blyth, 
also Worksop Priory, come within an area forming 
a typical North Nottinghamshire group. The 
interesting old towns of Newark-on-Trent, with its 
Castle, and Southwell, with its Norman Cathedral 
(an example closely copied at Melbourne, Derby- 
shire), have notable stone carvings, and the remark- 
able seriés of stone-carved monuments of Hawton, 
Sleaford, eye a pony Brant Broughton are all 
historical and valued to the highest degree. 

Grantham Church, Belton Hall, the village of 
Harlaxton, Belvoir Castle and Bottesford Church 
form a ip er buildings and picturesque settings 
of natural ity. 

The craft of alabaster sculpture and carving in 
Nottinghamshire, during the 14th and 15th centuries, 
is one that has enriched in a unique manner the 
church interiors of the county, and rich artistic 
examples still exist in Bottesford, West Leake, 
Whatton, Holme Pierrepont, Wollaton, Strelléy, 
Clifton, and Lockington. The interesting and care- 
fully arranged room in the Castle Museum and Art 
Gallery, Nottingham, of selected examples of this 
craft should be studied by all designers. 

The craft of decorative ironwork has enriched 

both Nottinghamshire and Derbyshire, especially the 
latter, by the unparalleled examples of gateways and 
screens; work carried out by Robert Bakewell and 
Huntingdon Shaw are to be seen in both of the cities, 
or at Okeover, Melbourne, Etwell, Staunton Harold 
and Tissington. 
- It will be seen from the above outline that the 
whole county is a great heritage, which is the respon- 
sibility of its architects. The history and buildings 
have survived the vicissitudes of past centuries and 
courageous efforts of the present architectural and 
archeological bodies are resisting all powerful on- 
slaughts of the vandals of the present.

DEVELOPMENT PLAN FOR NOTTINGHAM UNIVERSITY 
SIR PERCY THOMAS, 0.B.E., P-P.R.I.B.A., CONSULTANT 


THE authorities of Nottingham University, in 
consultation with Sir Percy Thomas, O.B.E., 
P-P.R.I.B.A., have prepared a development plan 
which provides for a residential university, with a 
maximum of 3,000 students, on an enlarged site of 
340 acres adjacent to the existing university build- 
ings, two and a half miles east of the city centre. 
The plan provides for a campus layout and ‘the 
main buildings will include the library, the great 
hall, lecture rooms, the schools of music and fine 
art and the union, the latter to be the social centre 
of the university. The science departments and the 
proposed Institute of Physical Education will be 
on the eastern side of the site, while the Uni- 


versity chapel will be built west of the Senate House. 
It is intended that there shall be nine halls of 
residence, and one, to accommodate about 130 
students, is now being built to designs by Mr. T. 
Cecil Howitt, O.B.E., F.R.I.B.A., who has also 
prepared plans for the union, which it is hoped to 
commence building in the autumn. 

It is also hoped to start on the building of the 
botany and zoology departments in the autumn 
and plans for the building to house some of the 
most up-to-date laboratories in the country have 
been drawn up by Mr. David du R. Aberdeen. 
The University’s development plan is referred 
to in greater detail on page 785.

THE accompanying illustrations of a model 

show the proposed laboratories for the 
departments of botany and zoology in Notting- 
ham University. Construction is programmed to 
commence this autumn with completion in the 
summer of 1951. 

The botany and zoology departments are 
planned as self-contained units on each side of a 
centre joint facilities block. This centre block 
comprises the main entrance hall, lecture theatre 
and lecture rooms, cloaks, etc., goods reception 
and bulk storage, heating and ventilation plant 
and, in the upper storeys, small research cells, 
library and professorial rooms. 

The main entrance hall is approached from 
access roads skirting each end of the main block, 
while goods access and cycle storage are arranged 
at lower-ground-floor level below the high centre 
block. 

The botany department lies to the south and the 
zoology department to the north of the centre 
block. The reinforced concrete shell domes light 
the normal teaching laboratories and the “ spurs ” 
house the special research laboratories. These 
“‘ spurs” have been designed for ready extension 
outwards and upwards (in the case of the single- 


storey units). Throughout, the building has been 
designed to ensure the greatest flexibility in 
arrangement so that it can be readily adapted and 
extended to meet any future demand. 

The circular building on the zoology department 
end of the laboratories is the animal house for 
small specimens—rats, mice, etc. This will not 
be built as shown in the model, as a separate 
animal house is now required. An additional 
laboratory “spur” will take the place of the 
circular building shown. 

The flat roof decks throughout are designed so 
that they can be used as gardens for plant frames, 
etc., with direct access from the laboratories below. 

CONSTRUCTION : The structural skeleton is to be 
of monolithic reinforced concrete, while the 
shell domes over the upper floor laboratories will 
be copper covered. Floors throughout will be 
designed to give a completely flat soffit to ceilings 
in which the radiant heating panels will be incor- 
porated. A “cellular” type of reinforced con- 
crete construction will be employed in the “‘ spurs ” 
to reduce to a minimum the supports and permit 
the easy running of services when a further storey 
is added. All external walls and internal partitions 
will be entirely non-structural.

Owing to the general restrictions on building pro- 
jects, the laboratory is planned on strictly utilitarian 
principles, even to the use of concrete blocks for the 
walls in lieu of bricks, which were not available when 
the building licence was granted. The concrete block

The roof is covered with Big Six asbestos sheets 
supported on steel trusses. The partitions are of the 
standard steel type and steel windows and doors have 
been employed, painted a blue green. The floors of

HOMES FOR AGED PEOPLE, DERBY 


THOS. W. EAST, F.R.I.B.A., DERBY BOROUGH ARCHITECT 
A. TAYLOR, L.R.I.B.A., CHIEF HOUSING ASSISTANT- 
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THIS group of dwellings for aged people, opened by 
the Mayor of Derby on May 27, has been built 
entirely by apprentices working under the supervision of 
one craft instructor in each trade. Although many of 
the boys had had no previous building experience, and 
none more than two years on similar schemes, since 
September, 1946, they have built a total of 63 houses. 

On this site the scheme provides twenty bungalows, each 
of which comprises living room with dresser, one bedroom 
with built-in wardrobe, kitchen with double-drainer sink 
unit, broom cupboard, larder and electric cooker, and 
separate bathroom with wash basin and w.c. The baths 
have been reduced in height to allow easy access, and 
a recessed porcelain soap tray provides two hand grips 
to prevent slipping. Each bungalow has a bay window 
with low window seat and a small private verandah on 
the south or west side of the house. Brick flower boxes 
are provided round each bay window and a small space 
is reserved at the front for private flower gardens, if 
required. Other plots for gardening are available at the 
rear. Central heating is provided, with hot water on 
tap, but an open fire with tiled surround and hearth is 
also fixed in each living room. A fuel bin which will 
hold 4 cwt. of coal is built into the wall. This can be 
loaded from the outside and withdrawn from _ inside 
where a dust-proof cover forms part of the contrivance. 

In addition to the bungalows the scheme includes a 
central community block of two storeys. On the ground 
floor there is a common room for use by any of the tenants, 
with a brick fireplace in addition to the radiators, two 
guest bedrooms with sanitary accommodation, and above 
a steward’s flat. The steward and his wife will be re- 
sponsible for the general welfare of the community and 
for such assistance as may be needed, but no attempt 
will be made to force anyone into any sort of institutional 
existence, as every bungalow is self-contained. 

A covered way from the common room leads to a 
communal dining room, which the tenants may use at 
their own discretion,. and adjoining is 
a well equipped kitchen, sufficient to 
provide meals for everyone if desired, 
and a communal laundry with ironing 
rooms and drying room. Lavatory 
accommodation for both sexes is off 
the covered way. Deep sinks, coppers, 
washing machines, irons and ironing 
boards, clothes-horses and drying 
rails are provided, and this is the only 
part of the community centre which 
will be almost compulsory, as no wash 
copper is provided in the bungalows, 
but no doubt the hot water and sinks 
provided will prove sufficient for the 
majority of the tenants, if they do 
not wish to use the laundry. 

The guest bedrooms are for the 
use of visitors to the old people, and 
will be under the supervision of the 
steward. 

The forecourt is being laid out’ as 
a lawn with herbaceous borders and 
seats, and although everything will be 
done to make each bungalow as 
private as possible, no attempt will be 
made to over-emphasise its insularity.

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PORTLAND TRAINING COLLEGE FOR THE DISABLED, NOTTS. 
. BROMLEY AND CARTWRIGHT, ARCHITECTS 


MPHE purpose of the scheme is the 

training of disabled persons, 
both ex-Service and civilian, in suit- 
able light industries. The project 
originated largely through the efforts 
of Her Grace Winifred, Duchess of 
Portland, D.B.E., and is financed by 
public subscription. The site, pre- 
sented by the Duke of Portland, is in 
wooded country sloping to the S.W., 
and is situated on the main road 
between Nottingham and Mansfield, 
adjacent to the Harlow Wood Ortho- 
pedic Hospital, though the project 
has no actual connection with that 
hospital. The foundation stone will 
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be laid by H.R.H. Princess Elizabeth 
on June 29. 

ACCOMMODATION: Living accom- 
modation for 300 trainees will be 
provided by six single-storey blocks 
each having bedrooms for 50, with 
common room, lavatories and 
warden’s suite. In addition there will 
be four workshop blocks adaptable to 
training in various trades and includ- 
ing storage and lecture facilities; 
dining hall, with provision for staff 
and visitors; recreation building; ad- 
ministration block; staff accommoda- 
tion block; sick quarters; boilerhouse, 
laundry and garage; and Superinten- 
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ACCOMMODATION ‘worxsHop! 
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dent’s house and entrance lodge. The 
scheme is limited, at present, to the 
construction of two trainees’ accom- 
modation blocks, one workshop block, 
dining-room and boilerhouse.

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DEVELOPING A NEW UNIVERSITY 
A Great Opportunity at Nottingham 


A DEVELOPMENT plan which pro- 
4% vides all the needs of a great 
modern university without destroying the 
amenities and park-like character of its 
original setting has been drawn up by the 
authorities of Nottingham University, 
jn consultation with Sir Percy Thomas, 
O.B.E., P-P.R.I.B.A. 

The existing site of the university lies 
to the east of the city, two and a half 
miles from its centre yet easy of access 
by alternative main roads. It is bounded 
on the south by the railway and beyond 
this by the Trent, on the east by the resi- 
dential and industrial areas of Beeston, 
Chilwell, and Long Eaton, and on the 
north by Wollaton Park, of 770 acres, 
with its Elizabethan mansion, now a 
natural history museum, its ornamental 
lake, and municipal golf course. 

Three natural features contribute to 
the grandeur of the university setting. 
At the centre is a broad-backed ridge 
with fine views across to Nottingham 
Castle to the east and beyond, and the 
Clifton hills to the south. At the foot 
of the southern slopes a large pond has 
been extended to form a lake with wide 
drifts of rhododendrons and azaleas.

The Senate House and main university 
building was finely placed by the late 
Morley Horder on the upper slopes over- 
looking the lake, and flanked by wide 
sweeping lawns. It was built to provide 
for the main needs, other than residential, 
of a university college of 500. Two halls 
of residence, Hugh ‘Stewart Hall and 
Florence Boot Hall, were built for men 
and wamen students respectively. 

The university authorities’ develop- 
ment proposals have been submitted to 
the city plansing committee, which 
has decided to reserve for the university 
the land scheduled in the plan. The 
proposals depend upon the acquisition 
of the land on the ridge immediately 
behind the present university site, and 
are intended to provide for a residential 
university with a maximum. of 3,000 stu- 


‘dents. 


With the present main buildings, or 
Senate House as they will then be known, 
as its pivot, the layout provides for what 
in America would be called a university 
campus, stretching across the crown of 
the ridge. The main buildings of the 
university are to be grouped around this 
centre and erected on three sides of a 
large quadrangle opening on to the 
Senate House. These buildings would 
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include the library, the great hall, lecture 
rooms, and the schools of music and 
fine art. The union, which is to be the 
social centre of the university, is to be 
erected immediately adjacent and to the 
east of the Senate House. 

The science departments and the pro- 
posed Institute of Physical Education 
are placed on the eastern side of the 
university site,‘ while the university 
chapel will be built to the west of the 
Senate House and immediately behind 
the Vice-Chancellor’s residence. The 
western and northern slopes of the ridge 
remain open parkland, though parts 
might be available for other possible de- 
velopments, including the building of a 
medical school. 


Nine New Halls. 


It is planned to provide nine addi- 
tional halls of residence. Three would 
be erected on the ridge between the 
present Hugh Stewart Hall and the Len- 
ton Firs Hall; the remainder are to be 
placed on the foot of the slopes on the 
western boundary of the university site. 
One of the new halls on this latter site 
is now being built from er prepared 
by Mr. T. Cecil Howitt, O.B.E., .0., 
F.R.I.B.A., and will afford accommoda- 
tion for about 130 students. It is in- 
tended to provide rooms in each of the 
halls for members of the academic staff 
and to arrange for a certain part of the 
university teaching to be given in rooms 
of the halls of residence. 





site. Sir Percy Thomas, O.B.E., P-P.R.LB.A., 
Consultant.

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Two important steps have been taken 
to implement this plan. It is hoped in 
the autumn to begin building the union 
and also the new departments of botany 
and zoology. The plans for the union 
have also been ea 709 by Mr. T. C. 
Howitt. This building—a perspective 
of which is on page 769—will be in the 
same style as the Senate House, and will 
also be faced with Portland stone. The 
union will provide dining and common 
rooms for staff and students, a debating 
hall and theatre, together with a small 
art gallery and studio. There will also 
be a large bookshop, and the students’ 
refectory will be on the second floor. 
The plans for the building to house the 
botany and zoology departments, illus- 
trated on page 776, have been drawn up 
by Mr. David du R. Aberdeen. The 
building will provide some of the most 
up-to-date laboratories in the country. 


A Great Opportunity. 

The plan provides for one of the 
greatest universities of the country. Here 
Nottingham has a great opportunity, for 
so many modern universities in the large 
cities have grown up in a_ haphazard 
manner, cramped by other buildings. 
Residential accommodation for students, 
playing fields and other amenities have 
been an afterthought. It is only with 
difficulty that they have been able to 
provide for those aspects of university 
life which lie outside the classroom and 
laboratory. 

Nottingham has the chance to com- 
bine the best that is to be found in the 
traditions of the older and the newer 
universities and at the same time to make 
a distinctive contribution of its own. Its 
master plan has been made to provide 
for the growth of an integrated univer- 
sity, with its central 
moniously grouped to provide for 
teaching, administration, research, and 
social amenities, and its residential 
colleges planted in lovely surroundings 
in the vicinity, developing their indivi- 
dualities: under effective and scholarly 
leadership. 

For the full realisation of this pin, 
the university is assured that a site of not 
less than 340 acres is required. The uni- 
versity owns or leases at present about 
170 acres, and there is unspoiled park- 
land surrounding the present site to 
provide amply for future needs. The 
complete plan has now been submitted 
for the approval of. the Nottingham 
Town Planning Authority. 


Endowment Appeal. 

In the endowment appeal, recently 
launched by the Chancellor, there is full 
recognition of the simple truth that a 
university is not merely a set of build- 
ings in a suitable setting. An appeal is 
made also for the endowment of new 
chairs, readerships and lectureships. The 
number of professors will need to be at 
least doubled to provide fully for the 
future needs of the university. The 
quality of student life will benefit enor- 
mously from the provision of a great 
new union building, as well as from resi- 
dence in college for the majority of the 
undergraduates. 

The first stage of this great plan will 
involve the raising of a fund of £1m., 
in addition to such help towards capital 
expenditure as may come from the 
Treasury through the University Grants 
Committee. This is the sum asked for 
by the Chancellor in launching the en- 
dowment appeal, and all who are con- 
cerned for the development of university 
education in this omy will join in 
good wishes for the future of the 
youngest English university.

Shelved Endeavour. 
N occasion it does no harm to “re- 
cap.” (as the B.B.C. will have it!) and 
consider the present position of architec- 
ture in this post-war era. 

A name recently mentioned in the Press 
and one which instantly revives memo- 
ries of a few years ago when “new 
worl was a common enough phrase 
on people’s lips, is that of Plymouth. 
Three years or so ago Plymouth’s plan 
for redevelopment on spacious yet logi- 
val lines was among the forerunner of 
mhany for the blitzed cities of Britain; 
yet like so many such attempts it was 
considered by the powers that be to be 
too far-reaching, and Plymouth remains 
a battered monument to the power of 
aerial. bombardment. 

The citizens of Plymouth, it seems, are 
becoming very angry as a result of the 
recent publication of the third annual 
report of the Local Government Boun- 
daries Commission, which shows that no 
alterations to the boundaries of blitzed 
cities have been made since the Commis- 
sion was appointed three years ago. The 
Government has pointed out that it will 
not “introduce comprehensive legislation 
on local government in the near future” 
‘though what is meant by “the near 
future” is not clearly stated). There 
seems little point, therefore, in bombed 
cities like Plymouth making any prepara- 
tions for replanning and_ rebuilding. 
Nevertheless, within — restricted limits 
Plymouth Corporation has dore well in 
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having built nearly 5,000 new h 

rebuilt or reconditioned some 6,000 mon : 
But housing, although of considerable 
anaes, is only one facet of a city’ 
Local authorities require

exist elsewhere. The dreams of 1945 
are being swept away by the force of 
reality, but would it be too much to sup.

Tours on the Air. 

THE B.B.C.’s visit to Paris over it- 
sun, which consisted almost exclusive 
of snatches of various forms of enter.

architectural tour is one, and although 
this sort of thing can be done almost 
as well from the London studio, the 
knowledge that the commentator js 
actually on the spot strikes a more gen- 
uine note. The great cities of Europe 
(in fact the whole world!) could in this 
way be revealed to the listener, who 
would be able to enjoy armchair travel 
in the best sense of the word, without 
the feeling that he was “so much a 
foreigner in these parts.”

Bertil Thorburn, Vice-President of the 
Goteborg Town Council, and in charge of 
the arrangements for the visit in this 
country is Mr. F. J. Osborn, Chairman 
of the Executive Committee of the Asso- 
ciation.

Architectural Assistants’ Salaries 


To THE Eprror oF The Builder. 


GIR,—Mr. F. B. Shrosbree, general 
secretary of the A.B.T., whose 
letter appeared in your issue, of June 10, 
pow think his trade union represents 
architects’ assistants, but it certainly does 
not. By including quantity and land 
surveyors, engineers and clerks of works, 
it takes too much on itself for a start. 
I have made local inquiries about the 
A.B.T. and further objections are that 
its links with trades councils and the 
N.F.B.T.O. draw it too much into politics 
of a left wing bias, which is abhorrent to 
most architects, as well as being profes- 
sionally wrong to show sides in matters 
which are frequently arbitrary between 
the site peg ees and the architects’ 
principal or building owner. 

-I doubt if the number of assistants 
who are members of A.B.T. total more 
than five per cent. of the profession, 
which can hardly be called representative; 
further, the A.B.T.’s yearly subscription 
of 50s. becomes too big a drain on the 
pocket of the architect’s assistant, on top 
of his professional fees. 

I suggest Mr. Shrosbree examines the 
activities of the local branch of A.B.T. 
He will find it most sterile. 

All this makes out a greater case for 
the need for an Architectural Assistants’ 
Association of a non-political, non-inter- 
fering, low subscription, interesting and 
progressive nature.

*«We have shown a proof of Mr. 
Stanley’s letter to the General Secre- 
tary of A.B.T., who writes :— 

“Mr. Stanley writes rather like one of 
the many enemies of trade unionism, 
who are not usually found among 
salaried employees themselves, but if he 
is genuinely out for the interests of 
salaried architects I feel he should not 
only be better informed about the A.B.T. 
but show more recognition of the efforts 
on their behalf which the A.B.T. is mak- 
ing every day, efforts which can only 
benefit non-members of the A.B.T. 

“The A.B.T. represents architectural 
assistants because it negotiates agree- 
ments with employers for the improve- 
ment of salaries and conditions both 
individually and collectively. This is 
the A.B.T.’s main function, and without 
it an association—however ‘non-politi- 
cal,’ ‘non-interfering,’ and ‘ interesting’ 
—would be futile and not even worth a 
“low subscription.’ Perhaps that is what 
non-interfering means. 

“Tt is because of this basic function of 
ours that we organise technicians other 
than architectural assistants. Long ago 
we found out that the architectural pro- 
fession is not the only one where low 
salaries are paid; it applies equally to 
surveyors, engineers, town planners and 
clerks of works. In fact, letters about 
other categories have appeared con- 
currently in other journals. 

“No employer, fair or unfair, wants 
to concede more over salaries than neces- 
sary and, quite naturally, has in mind 
the effect of any concessions. on other 
sections of his staff. This is particularly 
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so in official offices and our experience 
has been thut we get more success when 
negotiating for a complete department 
than a small section. At times we have 
even collaborated with scientists, clerks, 
etc., because of this move to play off 
one section against another, and it is 
quite usual to find badly paid senior men 
‘pegging’ the salaries of more junior 
staffs. 

“Unilateral action on the part of any 
one section will never effect any real im- 
provements. All must act together, and 
this is one of the reasons why the A.B.T. 
is organised on as broad a basis as 
possible. This does not preclude special 
interests being given freedom to develop, 
whilst at the same time providing for 
the full co-operation of all categories. 

“ The word ‘ non-political’ as a slogan 
is usually itself political propaganda. Mr. 
Stanley drags in his own politics. and 
even ascribes them to ‘ most architects,’ 
On the other hand, in fact, the A.B.T., 
like some other unions, is non-political, 
i.e., it really tries to unify people of 
different political opinions for industrial 
purposes, It pays no political levy, is 
affiliated to the ‘industrial section’ 
only of trades councils, has links with 
the T.U.C. and N.F.B.T.O. for indus- 
trial purposes only, and the politics of its 
members are of all colours. Sometimes 


we agree with the rést of the trade union” 


movement; sometimes we are in opposi- 
tion. But in any case, we are convinced 
that over many issues there is an affinity 
of purpose and interest between the tech- 
nician and the operative, and it is for 
that reason we are affiliated to both the 
N.F.B.T.O. and the T.U.C. 

“If the A.B.T. represents only five per 
cent. of assistants, I am afraid there are 
far too many technical people in the 
building and civil’ engineering industries! 
Our subscription for a full member is 
48s., and as for being ‘interesting,’ Mr. 
Stanley’s local inquiries could not have 
been pursued far enough. If they had 
he would have found that the A.B.T. 
has always done a great deal of tech- 
nical work, both centrally and locally, 
and there are branches both near and far 
from his home who are very active in 
organising many things of interest to 
technicians, as well as fighting for salary 
improvements. 

“With all due respect it does seem to 
me that Mr. Stanley can have no con- 
ception of the administrative costs 
involved in running an ‘interesting and 
progressive’ organisation. He appears to 
want something for nothing and hed 
better rest content if his employers want 
the same.” 


Is House Construction Efficiently 
Organised ? 
To THE Epitor oF The Builder. 


IR,—Is your correspondent Mr. H. C. 

Rowley really serious in the proposals 
made in your issue for May 20? Does 
he really suggest that architects should 
ruthlessly be cut out? He seems to 
be speaking ertirely from a_ seller’s 
market point of view. We do not want 
mass production houses, we want in- 
dividuality, with its frills! 

What is wrong with the building trade 
is its loss of “pride of workmanship,” 
and more mechanisation and mass pro- 
duction, such as he suggests, can only 
result in_rows of “ barracks.” 

Whilst it should not be necessary fully 
to answer his letter, I, as one who is 
also not a builder, would like to answer 
his points briefly: — 

(a) (Foundations should be simple in 
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shape to avoid unnecessary labour and 
facilitate the use .of mechanical plant.) 
Easier said than done, and except on 
big schemes on virgin soil, it would 
probably not pay. 


(b) (On good ground, foundations 
might even be omitted altogether.) Does 
your correspondent know what founda- 
tions are for? On rock, foundations are 
probably left out, but one still has to 
get down to it. 


(c) (Some simpler system of consiruct- 
ing flues should be found to avoid the 
complicated construction and corbelling 
now adopted.) Does your correspondent 
know that complicated construction is, 
as a rule, unnecessary? 


(d) (Plumbing systems should be sim- 
plified and all plumbing in the roof 
eliminated. A more general use of 
patent tanks might be helpful in this 
connection.) This prompts me to ask 
what your correspondent knows about 
plumbing. 

(e) (The houses should be so designed 
that comparatively large units, such as 
complete staircases, could be utilised.) 
Speculative builders have probably 
laughed at this, anyway. 

It might be helpful if Mr. Rowley told 
us what-are his qualifications to speak, 
and whether he himself has tried out any 
of his suggestions.

War Damage Claims 
To THE Epitor oF The Builder. 


GIR.—-With reference to your excellent 

Law Report on Lidle v. War 
Damage Commission, I shall be grateful 
if you will allow me to draw your atten- 


tion to-one very salient aspect of the case’ 


which was omitted. I wish to do this 
as there is a great likelihood of the 
entire case being misinterpreted in its 
general application by the profession. 


The hereditament of 7, Rosamund- 
street, Sydenham, London, was erected 
over 70 years ago. In 1937 the local 
sanitary inspector reported that the 
houses in Rosamund-street were rapidly 
becoming worn out and would have to 
be dealt with under.the Housing Acts as 
a clearance area, 


The vital deduction to be drawn from 
these facts is that since the property had 
only a short expectation of life in 1937, 
and the day for demolition is almost 
due, the Commission has _ fulfilled its 
legal obligations by deciding that a 
corrugated asbestos roof is sufficient 
redress for broken and dislodged pantiles. 


The judgment of the case clearly sti 
lates its reservation, so that very ftw 
practitioners will be misled into accept 
ing a general application of it. In other 
words, the case does not materially affect 
the general interpretation of the War 
Damage Act, 1943, in regard to (a) re 
instatement, (b) making good, and (c) full 
reimbursement.

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MEDL£VAL CHURCHES 
OF CYPRUS 


MPHE geographical position of “Cyprus, 
which renders it so important to 
us to-day for other reasons, explains the 
remarkable course of its architectural 
history, and makes it, as Mr. Francis 
remarks in his first paragraph of this 
book,* “one of the most interesting 
places in the world for a student of 
medieval art.” -A Roman colony before 
395, it formed part of the Byzantine 
Empire from _that date until it was cap- 
tured by our King Richard I in 1191; was 
an independent kingdom ruled by the 
French family of Lusignan from 1193 to 
1489, when it passed to the republic of 
Venice; was a Turkish possession from 
1571 to 1878; formed a sort of mandated 
territory under Great Britain from 1878 
until 1914, and was formally annexed by 
us in that vear. Architecturally, its 
chief interest lies in its Gothic churches, 
for the remains of the other periods are 
comparatively scanty and _ insignificant. 
From late Roman days there are the 
foundations of a very large basilican 
church in the buried city of Salamis, 
from the Veretian period only fortifica- 
tions and a few minor secular buildings 
remain, while the long Turkish occupa- 
tion produced hardly any architecture 
worth the name. The churches with 
which this book are concerned mostly 
range in date from the middle of the 
tenth century to the middle of the 
fourteenth, and the point of demarca- 
tion between the Byzantine and Gothic 
styles coincides, nattrally, with the begin- 
ning of the Lusignan dynasty in 1193. 
Mr. Francis devotes a chapter to the 
Byzantine churches, mentioning about 
20 by name, though there are many 
others of less importance. Some of them 
were erected after 1193, for the Greek 
Orthodox Church was not entirely sup- 
pressed when the French took possession 
of the island. In general these buildings 
are somewhat rustic in character, and 
many are dilapidated or ruinous. They 
are usually constructed of stone, vary 
considerably in plan, and have from one 
to five domes. The Lusignans immedi- 
ately established the Roman or “Latin” 
Church on the island, in 1196, with the 
pacon cathedral, at Nicosia, another 
ardly less important at Famagusta, and 
two more—which have since perished— 
at Limassol and Paphos. The two cathe- 
drals at Nicosia and Famagusta are both 
completely French in design, but in the 
style of Southern France and Catalonia 
rather than of Northern France, and each 
has a magnificent west front erected in 
the mid-fourteenth century. They are 
large aisled and vaulted stone churches. 
Externally, save for the addition of 
ugly Turkish minarets, they have suffered 
very little structural change, but inter- 
nally both were stripped bare of all 
Ornamental features when the Turks 
captured Cyprus in 1571 and suppressed 
the Latin Church; converting the 
churches into mosques and _ installing 
Muslim accessories for -worship. One 
local variation from French Gothic was 
the curious type of :flat terraced roof 
used to cover most of these buildings. 
Three more Gothic churches in 
Nicosia and about ten in Famagusta are 
described here; but outside those two 
towns the only noteworthy mediseval 
building is the fine Premo-stratensian 
monastery of Bella Pais, partly ruined 
but still retaining its splended vaul 
tefectory, 100 ft. by 33 ft. and 38 ft. 


*“Tne MepiavaL Cnurcnes or Cyprus. By 
Robert B. Francis. (The_ Ecclesiological 
Society Transactions, Vol. II, new _ series, 
part 1.)- Pp. 64, illustrated. Price to non- 
members, 10s, 6d. 
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high, with a remarkable reader's pulpit. 
Perhaps because a refectory is net, 
strictly speaking, a church, Mr. Francis 
does not illustrate it. One could also 
have wished for = photographs of 
the west fronts of the two cathedrals, 
the so-called “photograph” of Famagusta 
Cathedral (frontispiece) being obviously 
an etching. Apart from this trifling 
criticism, one can unreservedly commend 
this useful, convenient and well-written 
account of a most interesting phase of 
architectural history. A chronological 
table, three plans, and a short biblio- 
graphy are included.

BOOK REVIEWS 


A MANUAL OF HISTORIC ORNAMENT. By 
Richard Glazier. (B. T. Batsford, 
Ltd.) Price 15s. 

This delightful book is stated to have 
been prepared for the use of students and 
craftsmen. “ Student” should, however, 
be construed in the broadest possible 
manner and ought to include everyone 
who is interested in real beauty in archi- 
tecture and ornament through the ages. 

It is a work of fascinating interest 
throughout, and this statement must not 
be read in any way to detract from the 
serious study that has been given by the 
author to a very wide field of investiga- 
tion or from the excellence with which 
he has presented the text, assisted as it 
is by copious and splendidly clear illus- 
trations. 

-Many periods of architecture and 
ornament are discussed, the principal 
among which are Primitive, Egyptian, 
Assyrian, Greek, Roman, Romanesque, 
Celtic, Scandinavian, Norman, Gothic, 
French and English Renaissance, Indian 
and Chinese. 

Whilst architecture occupies, perhaps, 
the chief. position, there is, nevertheless, 
much that is of more domestic interest, as 
instanced by ornament in book binding, 
brasses, bronzes, mosaics, ceramics, glass, 
enamels, gold and silver, decorative 
furniture, wood carving, ivories, textiles, 
embroidery and lace, to mention only 
some of the many subjects so well treated. 

The assiduity with which the author 
has directed his effort in presenting a 
concise picture of each individual phase 
of his many studies cannot be too highly 
praised. In this age of utilitarianism and 
austerity it is refreshing-to read a book 
such as this which helps jto perpetuate 
the beauty and elegance df past glories 
which are vanishing, all too quickly, 
— our buildings and our domestic 
needs. 


TOWN AND COUNTRY PLANNING ACT, 1947. 
By Harold B. Williams, Eoin C. Mekie 
and W. L. Roots. (E. and F. N. Spon, 
Ltd.) Price 17s. 6d. 

In an interesting and outspoken intro- 
duction it is poinfed out that the real 
difficulties for all parties concerned with 
the provisions and operation of this Act 
lie ahead and have still to be faced and 
resolved.’ Consequently the authors feel 
that an entirely new edition of Mekie and 
Williams’ earlier treatise on Town Plan- 
ning would not be justified at the present 
time. Moreover, as the authorities 
responsible for the administration of the 
new Act have undoubtedly much still to 
understand and learn as to the implica- 


ted tions of this alteration in the law, it has 


wisely been, deemed sufficient, in this 
treatise, simply tu publish the Act in full 
and to precede it with an excellent and 
informative series of explanatory notes 
relative to the majority of the 120 sec- 
tions concerned. A complete set of S. R. 
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and O.s is appended at the end of the 
book 


The explanatory notes will be found 
to be of great value to the reader who 
may endeavour to construe the many and 
often involved provisions contained in 
this piece of legislation, and these are 
arranged in a chronological and very 
handy form. 

Anyone who has need to study the 
intricacies presented to him will appre- 
ciate the concise yet sufficiently compre- 
hensive subject matter provided in this 
book which should certainly find a place 
in the reference library of all those whose 
work or interest is in any way concerned 
with Town Planning. R. S. D. 


DESIGN AND CONSTRUCTION OF REIN- 
FORCED CONCRETE BripGes. By A. W. 
Legat, M.Inst.C.E., G. Dunn, M.A., 

‘Sc, and W. A. _ Fairhurst, 
M.1.Struct.E. 528 pages, 383 illustra- 
tions, 40 folders. (London: Concrete 
Publications, Ltd.) Price 30s. net. 
This volume makes available the 

results of experience of three consulting 
engineers who have been responsible for 
the design and construction of a large 
number of reinforced concrete bridges of 
different sizes and types, and is notable 
for the completeness of the treatment 
of the subject and the useful information 
from the authors’ practical experience. 
It is probably the most comprehensive 
book on the subject published in any lan- 
guage. Subjects on which little informa- 
tion is now available, such as M. Pigeaud’s 
complete curves for the design of slabs 
supported on four edges and cellular 
abutments, are dealt with at length. For 
the designer there are formule, charts, 
tables, and data for the rapid preparation 
of preliminary and complete calculations 
pe estimates of cost for different types 
of bridges, recommendations for site 
investigations, structural and esthetic 
design, drawing office practice, and com- 
plete bills of quantities and specifications. 
The design of bridges that are statically- 
indeterminate structures is reduced to a 
very simple process ‘without loss of theo- 
retical accuracy. For the contractor 
there are fully illustrated descriptions of 
all stages of the construction of bridges, 
including foundations, centering and shut- 
tering, reinforcement bending and fixing, 
concrete making and placing, arrange- 
ment of plant, surface finishes, and other 
constructional details. For the student, 
this volume is a complete textbook on 
the theory and — design and 
modern methods of construction of rein- 
forced concrete bridges of all types. A 
feature of the book is the examples of 
actual structures and reproductions to a 
large scale of many drawings, and the 
chapter on the strengthening and widen- 
ing of bridges, with examples of work 
carried out by the authors, should be 
valuable to those responsible for this 
class of design.

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A.R.C.U.K. PROSECUTION 


Firm Fined for Improper Use of 
Word ‘ Architects” 


PON a summons under the Archi- 
tects’ Registration Acts, -1931-1938, 
for carrying on business under a name, 
style or title containing the word “ archi- 
tects,” without being registered under 
the Acts, Leonard Green, carrying on 
business as Ward and Partners at 8, Red 
Lion-square, W.C.1, was fined £20 with 
five guineas costs, 


He appeared before the Magistrate 
(Mr. T. F. paves at Clerkenwell, on 
June 15, and pleaded guilty to the sum- 
mons. 


Mr. A. H. Gentry, solicitor, on behalf 
of the Architects’ Registration Council 
of the United Kingdom, said that out- 
side his business premises in Red Lion- 

ware the defendant had a board on 
which the business was described as 
“Ward and Partners, Architects and 
Surveyors. Leonard Green, F.V.A.” 
On his notepaper he described the firm 
as “Ward and Partners, Architects, 
Surveyors and Valuers.” The 1931 Act, 
as amended by the 1938 Act, laid down 
that no person should practise as an 
architect. without being registered. The 
defendant was not registered. 


Mr. Jessell, counsel for the defence, 
said that the defendant was not only a 
Fellow of the Valuers’ Association but 
also of the Architectural and Building 
Surveyors’ Society. He agreed, in reply 
to the Magistrate, that this was an un- 

, Official body. The defendant was serv- 
ing in the Royal Navy during the war 
and did not know he had to be registered. 
He had made, from his point of view, 
an innocent mistake. He had been 
carrying out work which had nothing 
to do with architecture at all. It was 
repair work and he had never had any 
occasion to do any work in the nature 
of an architect. He put the word “ archi- 
tects” on his door because he was a 
member of a society which called itself 
the Architectural and Building Sur- 
veyors’ Society. This word had now 
been taken off his door and his note- 
paper had been altered. He was pre- 
pared to become registered as an archi- 
tect which he was quite able to do. 


The Magistrate said he felt himself 
unable to regard this as a_ merely 
nominal offence. If an unqualified per- 
son held himself out to be qualified, that 
was the very mischief the Acts were in- 
tended to remedy. If a person was so 
poorly qualified that he did not even 
know whether he was entitled to des- 
cribe himself as an architect, it was most 
misleading to the public for him to 
describe himself as one. An innocent 
member of the public’ might have gone 
to him, expecting him to have those 
qualifications which an architect was 
supposed to possess. 


In reply to the Magistrate, Mr. 
Gentry said that in order to become 
registered, an architect had to satisfy the 
Council that he was a proper person 
and had the required qualifications. If 
he could do this, they could not refuse 
to register him. 


“That he is able to do,” said counsel 
for the defence. 


Messrs. Herbert Ward and Partners, 
architects. and surveyors, formerly of 
Holborn, but now of 4, Bute-street, 
South Kensington, S.W.7, write that they 
are in no way connected with the firm 
mentioned in the above case. 
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LAW REPORTS 
Surveyors’ Claim 


Kino’s BENCH DIvISION. 
BEFORE Mr. JUSTICE STREATFEILD. 


Jenkins and Other vy. Cohen. 


In the King’s Bench Division of the 
High Court, on June 16, Mr. Justice 
Streatfeild concluded the hearing of an 
action by Mr. J. E. Jenkins, of Arthur- 
don-road, Brockley, and Mr. C. G. 
Eagles, Peverley-road, Catford, to re- 
cover professional fees from Mr. Alfred 
Cohen and his mother, Mrs. Pearl 
Cohen, of Bromley-road, Catford, for 
work done in connection with bombed 
premises at 154, George-la., Lewisham. 

The plaintiffs claimed a total of £430 
for work done and professional services 
rendered as architect and chartered sur- 
veyor and quantity surveyor. 

In June, 1944, the property was 
damaged by enemy action and plaintiffs’ 
case was that Mrs, Cohen, acting as 
agent for her son, employed plaintiffs to 
communicate with the War Damage 
Commission, and that they had been 
employed to. do all the professional 
work as architect and quantity surveyor. 
This they had done and now sued for 
their fees. 

Mrs. Cohen denied liability and her 
son contended that he was responsible 
for part of the fees. 

His Lordship, in giving judgment, said 
on the evidence he thought it was agreed 
that a separate quantity surveyor should 
be engaged in addition to the architect 
and that the defendants were told that 
they wouid be liable for fees and, under- 
stood their responsibility. Mr. Cohen 
was liable for the fees of the quantity 
surveyor, although they could be re- 
covered later from the War Damage 
Commission. On the facts and on the 
evidence Mr, Jenkins was entitled to 
reasonable remuneration. He had 
authority to employ a quantity surveyor. 
With regard to Mr. Eagles’ claim, there 
was no serious challenge to it, The 
amounts claimed represented reasonable 
charges for the work done. He gave 
judgment for Mr. Jenkins for £289 and 
for Mr. Eagles for £144 18s. 6d. against 
Mr. Cohen with costs. Mrs. Cohen 
merely acted as agent in the matter and 
there would be judgment for her against 
the plaintiffs with costs. 


Companies Court Petitions 


Justice Wynn-Parry, sitting in the Com- 
panies Court, Chancery Division, had 
before him the following petitions for 
compulsory winding up: — ; 

Victor Wilson Builders, Ltd. This was 
the petition of creditors. The company 
did not appear. An order for compulsory 
winding up of company was made. The 
petitioners were Broad and Co., Ltd., of 
South Wharf, Paddington. 


New World Construction Co., Ltd. This 
was judgment creditors’ petition for £400. 
Thére was no opposition. An order for 
the compulsory winding up of the com- 
pany was made. 

United Sub-Contractors and Builders, 
Ltd. This was an unopposed petition by 
Holland & Hannen and Cubitts, Ltd., 
judgment creditors, for £525, and. the In- 
land Revenue for £575. An order for the 
compulsory winding up of the company 
was made. 

Ushers (Builders), Ltd. This was a 
creditor’s petition for £400, with two sup- 
porting creditors. There was no opposi- 
tion. An order for the compulsory wind- 
ing up of the company was made.

LICENCE - FREE 
BUILDING 
Current Limits Unchanged 


"THE Minister. of Works has made ap 

Order* fixing the amount of building 
work which may be carried out without a 
licence during the 12 months July 1, 1949 
to June 30, 1950. : 

For ordinary properties, including 
dwelling-houses, a licence will be re- 
quired for work in excess of £100 in the 
12 months. For special classes of build- 
ings (namely, industrial buildings, farm 
buildings other than dwelling-houses, 
educational buildings, office buildings with 
a floor area of not less‘ than 10,000 square 
feet, and warehouses with a floor area of 
not less than 5,000 square feet), the limit 
will be £1,000. 

These limits are the same as those in 
the previous year. Serious consideration 
was giver to the possibility of increasing 
the £100 limit, but it was felt that such 
a step taken at the present juncture would 
lead to a serious risk of overloading .the 
building programme and that it might 
thus lead Bac to a slower rate of building 
and to the obstruction of progress on 
important projects. 

Minor amendments have been made in 
the definitions of the special classes of 
buildings with. the purpose of removing 
certain anomalies. A completely new 
definition of storage buildings has been 
substituted, so that warehouses used for 
the storage of goods.in the course of 
carrying out industrial, professional and 
commercial undertakings now qualify for 
the £1,000 limit, and the definitions of 
agricultural, educational and office build- 
ings have also been slightly widened. 


Builders’ Disappointment at 
Minister’s Decision 

"THE decision of the Minister of 
Works not to increase the licensing 

limits of £100 and £1,000 for building 
works is both disappointing and dis- 
couraging, not only to the building indus- 
try but also to the tens of thousands 
of people who wanted works of repair 
and maintenance carried out at the lowest 
ossible cost,” said Mr. NORMAN 
ONGLEY, President of the National Fede- 
ration of Building Trades Employers, 
speaking at the Summer Meeting of the 
South-Western Federation ‘on June 22. 
Mr. Longley went on: “ The decision 
has been taken against the unanimous 
advice of all sections of the industry, 
advice which had been given after full 
regard to the economic position of the 
country, to the need for the manning up 
of the more urgent jobs and to the dan- 
gers of overloading the industry. In the 
opinion of the industry, experience of the 
last 12 months has shown, that the £100 
limit could have been raised substanti- 
ally without any real risk, and such action, 
by enabling work ‘of maintenance and 
repair and of reconditioning to be planned 
ahead, would have done a lot to reduce 
the cost of such works. No more work 
in total would have been done, but it 
would have _been done at lower cost, 
there would have been fewer forms to 
fill up, and fewer people would have 
been employed on non-productive work. 
“The National Federation intend 
making strong representations to the 
Minister of Works, and I hope that we 
shall have the support of the other organi- 
sations who are represented on the 
Minister’s National Consultative Council.”

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EFFICIENCY IN 
BUILDING 
Second to No Other Industry 


“Tue building industry is determined 
that its efficiency and rate of productivity 
will be second to no other industry in the 
country,” said Mr., NoRMAN LONGLEY, 
President of the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers, speaking at 
the hall yoo? meeting of the South Wales 
Federation of Building Trades Employers 
at Aberystwyth, on June 17. 

He went on to say: “ Efficiency is not 
just a fashionable catchword. It means 

roper estimating, proper site-organisation 
and the application of the best methods of 
puilding to each job. Efficiency reflects 
itself in terms of better, faster and cheaper 
work, and in common with all other in- 
dustries the building industry will pro- 
gressively have to make itself more effi- 
cient both in its own interest and the 
interest of the nation. 


Efficiency means Productivity. 

“ Efficiency must result in increased pro- 
ductivity. And more productivity we must 
have. Productivity can only result from a 
combined effort. On the part of manage- 
ment it means better organisation and 

Janning, on the part of the operatives 
increased output. e application of pay- 
ment-by-results schemes must become 
more widespread if this increased output 
is to come. 

“Recently, Mr. Aneurin Bevan said that 
as far as housing was concerned, he had 
done his part—it was now up to the build- 
ing industry. The industry is glad to hear 
this, but I would remind Mr. Bevan that 
he and his Cabinet colleagues are the only 
people who can free the industry of those 


‘festrictions which are impeding output and 


keeping up costs. 


The 1:4 Ratio. 

“If the Minister of Works would sub- 
stantially increase the ‘free’ limit for 
building work and the Minister of Health 
telax the out-of-date 1:4 housebuilding 
ratio, then we believe we could put up 
more houses more quickly and more 
cheaply, and certainly the cost of repairs, 
maintenance and conversions would come 
down as the builder can increasingly plan 
his work ahead.” 


HOUSING SUBSIDIES 
No Increase in Scotland 


REPRESENTATIVES Of Scottish local 
authority associations were told by Mr. 
Arthur Woodburn, M.P., Secretary of 


State for Scotland, at a meeting in St. ° 


Andrew’s House on June 17, that under 
the present financial circumstances of 
the nation there was no possibility of 
an increase in housing subsidies mean- 
time. 
_For the deputation it was argued that 
since the level of housing subsidies was 
fixed in 1946 there had been a substan- 
tial increase in the cost of housebuilding, 
and that there should therefore be an 
increase in housing subsidies now. 
_Mr. Woodburn replied that any 
increase in housing subsidies to local 
authorities would Have to be paid for 
by taxation. Under the present eco- 
nomic circumstances this was Obviously 
hot desirable. 
Housing subsidies, Mr. Woodburn 
added, were at present higher than they 
had ever been before. The Government 
had not in 1946 accepted the principle 
that they should be further increased if 
the cost of building rose. 
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ESTATE LAYOUT 


Mr. A. BLENKINSOP, M.P., Parliamen- 
tary Secretary to the Ministry of Health, 
rejected a suggestion that the layout of 
the new housing estate at Woodchurch, 
Birkenhead, should be altered in order 
that the building programme might be 
speeded up. Mr. Blenkinsop was paying 
an official visit to the estate, where some 
of the houses were recently let. Alder- 
man F. Tweedle, Labour chairman of the 
Housing Committee, said the rate of pro- 
gress was slow, and they would have to 
consider whether they were to forgo 
some of the aesthetic qualities of the 
scheme in order to get more -houses 

uickly. The rental of 28s. a week for a 
ee-bedroomed house was more than 
the people wanted to pay. Mr. Blenkin- 
sop said he appreciated the attempt that 
had been made by the architect to get a 
new vision and a new variety into 
estate. To get a wider imaginative 
approach in local authority estates was 
something for which the Government was 
striving. “I would be sorry to see the 
broad concept of this scheme whittled 
down in the sense of a loss of amenity 
value, because we would then be losing 
something in the future that we. want,” 
he said.

More Local Authorities Accepting It 


SPEAKING at the nalf-yearly luncheon of 
Central Area No. 5 of the pe om Master 
Builders’ Association in Putney on June 
14, Mr. NiGEL HANNEN, President of the 
L.M.B.A., referred among other things to 
the R.I.B.A. Standard Form of Contract. 
It set out not only to show that there was 
agreement between the building owner and 
his builder, he said, but also to tell the 
builder exactly what his client wanted him 
to do. This made for economy and effi- 
ciency in carrying out the work. 

_ “It is now dawning on local authori- 
ties,” said Mr. Hannen, ‘that there are 
some merits in the Standard Form. 
Records show that during the 12 months 


the to March this year, 31,000 copies of the 


adapted Form were sold, 6,000 more than 
in the previous 12 months. And there is 
now only a handful out of the boroughs 
in London which make alterations that 
matter to the Standard Form. 


“ Our agreement with the' operatives,” 
continued Mr. Hannen, “ is te. a men 
of long and friendly negotiations. We 
have impressed the world at I.L.O. con- 
ferences by the thoroughness of that agree- 
ment, and have given a lead to other 
countries when they found that we talked 
with one voice—and we talked sense. 
Yet, in this goodwill and co-operation lies 
a danger. There are many sections of our 
industry which do not see any reason why 
we should bother to keep our ranks 
closed. If it does not suit them to work 
in with others, they see no harm in going 
their own ways. 

“What an opportunity is the impending 
review of incentives! There are many 
people for and against, but there are 
many more who have not made up their 
minds, and among these are some who 
cannot be bothered to try. Someone has 
put about the story of plus rates. I don’t 
believe many builders are paying them. 
Some are, of course, but the real success 
of the mischief is that it gets talked 
about. One case mentioned a hundred 
times..becomes a hundred cases. If we 
stopped talking about it, and got down to 
applying genuine incentive schemes to all 
possible works, this sort of trouble would 
soon cure itself.” Turning to the work of 
the L.M.B.A., the President said: “‘ What 
have we been doing recently? Getting 
concessions on the size of builders’ name- 
boards, securing that more builders bene- 
fit by the near ripe land scheme. Getting 
licensing limits raised, and hoping for a 
further rise. And yet some builders say 
that they don’t want to join the L.M.B.A., 
because it isn’t worth the £5 5s. subscrip- 
tion. Well, the L.M.B.A. can and will 
continue to do its good work whether 
they are members or not. But there is a 
place in the Association for all. The big- 
gest and smallest builders sit side by side: 
on the Council. The contractor, the pri- 
vate builder, the sub-trades specialist, are: 
all part of the employers’ side of the in- 
dustry and represented by the National 
Federation. In their own interests, in the 
interest of the industry and in the interest 
of the community, all builders should join 
up with those who for many decades have 
borne the responsibility of officially repre- 
senting them.”

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SIZE OF HOUSES 
Royal Commission on Population’s 
Proposals 


- TTHE report of the Royal Commission 
; on Population has now been pub- 
lished. Appointed in 1944 to inquire 
into the facts concerning population 
trends in Great Britain, their causes and 
probable consequences, and “to con- 
sider what measures, if any, should be 
taken in the national interest to in- 
fluence the future trend of population,” 
the Commission has some comments to 
make on the size of houses. The report 
states : — 


In the programme of housebuilding 
there appears to be am undue concentra- 
tion on the five-room house. Analysis 
of overcrowding in relation to family size 
suggests that more larger houses are 
needed; and the distribution of sizes of 
family suggests that the proportion of 
houses with less than three bedrooms 
should also be increased. Overcrowding 
is most severe among families with three 
or more children; all local authorities 
in letting their houses, should give priori- 
ties to families. with children and should 
endeavour to encourage the interchange 
of tenancies with changes in the size of 
family. 

About nine-tenths of all houses, how- 
ever, are privately owned, and, since 
inability to afford better housing is the 
main reason why the larger families are 
overcrowded, the main remedy lies in 
measures to enable the larger families 
to pay the rents of the houses they need. 
A mere increase of spending power such 
as might be effecte by family allow- 
ances and income-tax rebates is unlikely 
to stimulate the demand for larger and 
better houses to the full extent that is 
desirable in the interests of parents and 
children. There is a strong case for 2 
general system of rent subsidies or rate 
rebates related to numbers of dependent 
children. It would be unfair to press on 
with rent rebates schemes for municipal 
houses without regard to the great 
majority of families who occupy pri- 
vately-owned houses. The possibility of 
a general scheme should be examined 
by an-expert committee. 

There is a maldistribution of better 
designed and equipped houses, as well 
as of the larger houses, to the detriment 
of families with children. The applica- 
tion of scientific research to the problems 
of house design and equipment has 
lagged far behind its application to in- 
dustrial and agricultural techniques. A 
special study should be made of the 
needs of families with three or more 
young children. The supply of household 
appliances on hire should be encouraged. 
Many of the older houses that are likely 
to be in occupation for a long time are 
grossly defective in the elementary 
essentials for family living. The Govern- 
ment should examine the practicability 
of a national effort to equip old houses 
that are suitable with indoor sanitation, 

hot water facilities, a fixed bath, and, if 
possible, a modern kitchen unit. In the 
letting of houses so equipped with the 
aid of public funds, priority should be 
given to families with children.

A Water Pipe Line for Egypt. 

The Egyptian Government, as a result 
of the cholera epidemic which swept 
through that country in 1947, have given 
special consideration to the country’s 
water supply and a plan to ensure pure 
drinking water in the villages of rural 
areas has been drawn up. Orders for the 
necessary material are now being placed 
and hundreds of miles of pipe line are 
to be laid. Some 140 miles of asbestos 
cement pressure pipes have been ordered 
from: Messrs. Turners Asbestos Cement 
Company, Ltd., of Trafford Park, Man- 
chester, for schemes in the Fayoum and 
Bossat areas. 


Structural Operation at L.T.E. Garage. 
An interesting structural engineering 
operation has been carried out by 
Messrs. T. C. Jones and Co, 
Ltd., of the “600” Group of Companies, 
at London Transport Executive’s bus 
garage at Seven Kings. In order to 
accommodate the latest type of buses, the 
roof, covering an area of some 30,000 sq. 
ft.,.and weighing several hundred tons, 
had to be raised. The main section of 
the roof is supported on Warren-ty 
lattice girders of 116 ft. span, and the 
general principle followed was to raise 
the roof, in stages not exceeding 1 inch 
at a time, at two lifting points on each 
girder. Special temporary struts were 
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used in conjunction with hydraulic jacks. 
During the lifting operations, steel pack- 
ing plates were inserted between the 
girders and supporting stanchions. When 
the roof had been raised the requisite 
nine inches, they were removed and 
replaced by permanent steel stools. One 
of the lattice girders was connected to 
a heavy compound girder supporting a 
two-storey canteen and office-block not 
being raised’ with the remainder of the 
roof. It was necessary, therefore, to 
remove one of the existing shoes of the 
lattice girder, design and fit a temporary 
shoe for lifting ood and a perma- 
nent shoe on completion. During these 
operations the lattice girder itself had 
to be specially braced and strutted. 


ROAD ECONOMY 


Advantages of a Ten-Year Road. Plan. 

FicurEs compiled by the British Road 
Federation, which have been included 
in the commentary. of a film recently 
made for the Federation, suggest that 
the construction of 1,000 miles of new 
motor ways together with improvements 
to London’s road arteries and to existing 
roads of major provincial towns, to- 
gether with improvements to new radial 
and ring roads, flyover crossings, round- 
abouts and the construction of roads for 


smaller towns and rural areas, would 
require the expenditure of about 
£60 m. The Federation considers that 


for this amount Britain could have 
a modern road system within a ten-year 


period. 

The aggregate economy effected by the 
construction of such improvements, the 
Federation estimates, is as follows: 
Petrol, £12 m.; tyres, £3 m.; vehicles, 
£9 m.; time saving, £26 m.; and accidents, 
£10 m. At this rate, the Federation con- 
cludes, the improvements suggested 
would pay for themselves over a ten- 
year period, but the £60 m. would con- 
tinue as a permanent annual saving to 
the country.

Import Licences for Hardwood 


THE Board of Trade announce that 
whilst a general extension of the six 
months period of validity of import 
licences for hardwood cannot be 
approved, it is appreciated that in cer. 
tain special circumstances beyond the 
control of some shippers, it may not be 
possible for them to effect shipment jn 
time for the goods to afrive at United 
Kingdom ports within the period of 
validity of the import licence. 

To meet such a contingency, the Board 
states, Timber Control will recommend 
to the Import Licensing Department the 
extension of import licences on the fol- 
lowing . conditions :—{a) If the signed 
“On Board Bill of Lading” is dated not 
later than the expiry date of import 
licence, or (b) On the production of a 
certificate signed (on a date not later 
than the expiry date on the import 
licence) by the British Consul or port 
authority at loading port, and stating 
quantity handed over to the shipping 
authorities for shipment by first available 
steamer. If the goods are not shipped 
within two months from date of certi- 
ficate, the import licence will be can- 
celled. (c) e import licence for any 
quantity not covered by the bill of lading 
or certificate mentioned in (a) and (b) 
above will automatically be- cancelled. 

Notwithstanding the above, adds the 
Board, agents should impress upon their 
shippers the necessity of effecting ship- 
ment within the validity period. 


PERMISSION TO DREDGE 
Minister’s Ruling 

Tue following is a summary of a 
recent appeal decision by the Minister 
of Town and Country Planning:— 

Section 17 Determination. The appli- 
cant was carrying out operations at 
various points off the South Coast, for 
the getting of sand and gravel from the 
sea bed, title to which rests in the 
Crown under the Royal Prerogative. 
Licences permitting dredging operations 
had been issued by the Commissioners 
of Crown Lands. An application was 
submitted to the Local Panning 
Authority and referred to the Minister 
for determination whether planning per- 
mission was required for any or all of 
these sites. 

The Minister decided that the provi- 
sions of the Town and Country Planning 
Act, 1947, did not apply, that planning 
permission was not required and that 
development charges would not be pay- 
able for any operations taking place 
beyond low-water mark:in areas outside 
the limits of the jurisdiction of. the 
County. He further ruled that opera- 
tions in areas beyond low-water mark 
which ‘nevertheless fell within the ad- 
ministrative boundaries of a 
authority (for instance, in a tidal estuary 
falling inter fauces terrae) were in 4 
different category. In these cases the 
provisions of the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1947, would apply.

BYZANTINE Architecture represents the next 

great advance in style and building practice 
after the Roman era. From the time when the 
Emperor Constantine moved the capital of Rome to 
Byzantium, in 324 A.D. a new and distinctive archi- 
ape pattern developed, blending the west with 
the east. 
_Many outstanding buildings were sponsored by 
Constantine and his successors. Probably the most 
remarkable is the Church of St. Sophia (now a 
mosque), which was commenced in 532 A.D. during 
the reign of the Emperor Justinian. After fifteen 
centuries this building still remains in a state of 
Preservation that testifies to the great skill of its 
constructors. 
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Though its esthetic beauty is questionable, the 
technical excellence of St. Sophia is beyond doubt. 
Most conspicuous. feature is the great dome, one 
huridred and seven feet in diameter, carried on four 
arches and flanked by two semi-domes. The original 
dome collapsed after about twenty years but was at 
once rebuilt and has stood for fifteen hundred years 
since. . 

The main structure of St. Sophia is of brick with the 
interior walls finished in marble and the numerous 
ground floor columns of porphyry. Beneath the 
dome one hundred and eighty feet to its apex, is a 
vista of spacious grandeur which makes this reminder 
of the Byzantine Empire a rival to any other erection 
since its time.

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Inherited traditions of many centuries fostered in the 
British people the spirit of adventure, courage and inde- 
pendence. This strong love of freedom and enterprise 
was the means and foundations of our prosperity. 


In 1850, gold was found in Australia and the gold 
rushes followed for almost a decade. Fast American 
built clipper ships were bought by British owners to take 
out emigrants. Crammed between decks the would-be 
fortune hunters suffered the acme of discomfort. Many 
of those who sought for gold failed in their quest, but 
turned their failure to success by farming the rich pastures 
of the Southern continent. The great sheep farms 
developed out of these pioneering efforts and wool, 
tallow, and hides became available as return cargoes. 
Decline in passenger fares made the voyage unprofitable 
for the American ships, which were also unsuited for the 
growing trade in wool. By 1860, only stout British 
built clippers of teak were in commission. 


The wool voyages were made in the Autumn with the 
object of reaching London for the wool sales in January. 
Fishing vessels in the western approaches acted as scouts

for the homeward bound ships. They were well rewarded 
for carrying the news to the nearest port for transmission 
to London. On this advance information the lists for 
the first sales were made up. Later cargoes were offered 
at the next sale and not only did warehouse charges 
absorb the profits, but prices were lower. 


The classic days of the wool trade were from 1875 to 
1890. The opening of the Suez Canal and the introduc- 
tion of steam, caused the famous China clippers to be 
transferred to the Australian run. Two of the most 
notable vessels were Thermopylae and Cutty Sark. The 
latter was the fastest ship in the trade and her name and 
reputation are still spoken of with reverence by all who 
go down to the sea in ships. Her best voyage was made 
in 72 days from Australia to London, and from 1877 her 
average was 77 days for her total of ninety voyages. 


Most of the wool ships sailed from Sydney and 
Melbourne but unlike the tea trade of China the fastest 
vessel was always last to leave. For many years Cutty 
Sark held this coveted post of honour.

Heat’s natural instinct is to play truant from all 
surfaces which generate, store or convey it. Few 
people realise that if a 1” steam pipe with a surface 
temperature of 200° C is unlagged for 20 ft., the heat 
lost by radiation and convection may waste nearly 
half a hundredweight of coal in the course of a 
working week, 

Most likely your heated surfaces are lagged. But 
are they all lagged efficiently? Are regular checks 
carried out to ensuré that insulating material is in 
good condition everywhere—including that dark 
corner where the pipes can’t be reached without a 
ladder? Is the thickness of the material sufficient 


for the temperature of the surface it covers? Are 
you sure that flanges and valve bodies have not been 
left naked to make maintenance easy ? The heat loss 
from a bare flange may be as much as that from a 
foot or more of bare pipe. 

Proper. lagging of boilers, cylinders, steam pipes 
and other heated surfaces pays the highest dividends 
in fuel efficiency for very little capital expenditure.

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Cr examples of Norman building as remain to-day 
all suggest a grim and solid pattern of architecture. 
This is, perhaps, because the Norman era gave little to 
domestic construction. Its most typical work. relied 
largely upon heavy masonry which was quite unsuitable 
for dwelling-houses, except of the largest kind, and even 
these were integral with some military strongpoint. 
‘The Normans, in this country at least, were invaders 
with a sullen native population to keep subdued, and so 
were more interested in erecting headquarters for their 
armed forces than mere domestic building. The only 
alternatives which attracted them were churches, and in 
this direction they produced some outstanding examples.
